Finance Minister Yehoshua Ra- 
binowitz yesterday tried to deflate 
the bogey, of big brother taxman 
Peering over every taxpayer's 
shaulder. 

Replying to an urgent motion 
for the agenda by Shmuel Tamir 
(Likud-Free Centre) which was vot- 
ed to Committee, the Minister said 
the three new forms prepared by 
the Income Tax Commissioner for 
taxpayers to declare what proper- 
ty they had bought and sold dur- 
ing the year ,were “not for eavery- 
body.” Their purpose was to enable 
the taxman to check in depth the 
returns of a sample of a few thou. 
sand taxpayers, and verify if the 
declarations there were correct. 

The new forms did not impair 
the rights of the individual in any 
way, Rabinowitz said. Every tax- 
Payer had to be ready to All out 
the forms in case he were included 
in the sample, he said, Every tax- 
payer had to make a true declar. 
ation of income. 

He several times stressed that 
in the United States far more de- 
tailed questions were asked about 
a texpayer’s capital and purchases 
once he had been selected by sample 
for an in depth examination. Israel 
did not plan to go to such extremes, 
he said. 

Rabinowitz said there was no 
point in protesting about the ex- 
tent of tax-dodging in Israel and the 
magnitude of black money in the 
economy, if there was no readiness 
to take counter-measures, 

The details collected in the three 
questionnaires would be kept secret, 
he promised. 

Shmuel Tamir said in his motion 
that the Government had lied to 
the Knesset Speaker and to the 
entire House when it denicd the 
existence of the tax forms. Cabinet 
Secretary Gershon Avner, whose 
probity was above question, had 
been instructed to tell a ile, he 
charged. 

It wag irrelevant that the forms 
would be filled out by a sample 
number of taxpayers only, Tamir 
sald. In fact, every taxpayer in Is- 
rael, and his dependents, would have 
to keep a note of everything he 
bought or sold, which was covered 
by the forms, just In case his name 
were included in the probe. 

The citizens of Israel were being 
subjected to one harsh decree after 
another on the domestic front, he 
complained, as if they did not have 
enough to harass them from the 
outside, 

The Treasury was not intending 
to bear down any harder on the 
wealthy, Tamir charged.

The President and his advisers 


regard Rabin’s returning of the 
message as a virtual “slap in the 
face," an over-reaction by the Ra- 
bin government.

tive solutions to it. The Cabinet 
on July 21 1974, had already re- 
corded its awareness that “inde- 
pendent self-expression for the Pa- 
elstinfans” was an issue. 

He said it would only be possible 
to reach a constructive solution, 
“by working ont a just and posi- 
tive answer in the context of peace 


with Israel’s eastern neighbour.” 
Ignoring the problem would not 
weaken the PLO, but strengthen 
it, albeit unintentionally, In the 
Arab world as well as the world 
at large. 

Proof of this, he said, is that 
there are states which contend that 
ἃ solution must be found for the 
Palestine problem, as they con- 
ceive it, yet agree with Israel that 
the PLO is not a partner for nego- 
tiation. Their attitude would be 
different, and more negative as far 
as Israel was concerned, if Israel 
simply turned a blind eye to the 
problem.

Hospital chiefs warn 
against staff cuts

CUTTING HOSPITAL administra- 
tive statfs by 300 will reduce the 
level of health services “dangerous- 
ly," lead to the 1 of hospital 
departments and may induce doctors 

and nurses to quit. 

This dire warning was sounded 
yesterday by the directors of three 
Government Hospitala, the deputy 
chairman of the Association of Doc- 
tors in Government Hospitals, and 
the chairman of the National As- 
sociation of Hospital Workers. 

They had called a press confer- 
ence in Jerusalem — with the ap- 
proval of the Health — to 
warn that the insistence of the 
Finance Ministry on reducing the 
number of administrative workers 
at Government Hospitals “would be 
the straw to break the camel's 
back." 

The hospital directors were unani- 
mous in their opinion that the less 
than ILi5m. which the elimination 
of about 300 jobs would save, could 
be found within the Health Ministry 
budget — without asking one pound 
in additional funds. 

Prof, Arie Harel of the Tel 
Aviv Government-Municipal Medical 
Centre said that the absence of one 
orderly whose job it is to wheel 
patients from the emergency room 
could reduce the efficlence of five 


doctors working there. “These doc- 
tors can only admit new patients to 
the room as earlier ones, already 
attended to, are taken to the wards,” 
he pointed out,

Bar-Lev admitted the new policy 
will reduce incentives to set up 
new industries in development areas 
and will offer πὸ advantages ‘to 
enterprises using their profits to 
foster their own activities. 

According to the Treasury draft 
income tax om approved develop- 
ment enterprises will be up to 52 
per cent (from 40 per cent at pre-

Extra Jerusalem housing only

The debate over development 
strategy in Jerusalem tock a deci- 
sive tum this week when Housing 
Minister Avraham Ofer waived his 
demand for the construction of a 
Massive new housing development 
between Neve Ya'acov and French 
Hill, at least for the near future.

The mayor argued 
that there are neither enough people 
nor money for new suburbs and 
that any attempt to build them 
would gravely harm the four large 


estates which are at present in the 
difficult stages of early growth. 

The Housing Minister's statement 
indicated that he was in partial 
agreement with Koliek. “In the wake 
of the cuts in the housing budget 
and in light of the large decrease 
in the number of tmmigrants, the 
current argument on the extent of 
building in Jerusalem and the ex- 
propriation of additional land in East 
Jerusalem (fer South Neve Ya'acov} 
is irrelevant.” 

Despite the budget cuts, Ofer said, 
he would not reduce the number of 
units planned for construction in 
Jerusalem next year. The total 
number to be constructed through- 
out the country will be 15,000 instead 
of 25,000, but the number slated for 
Jerusalem remains at 3,000. “I see 
top priority in the strengthe: of 
Jewish settlement in Sorseniaen and 
its surroundings,” he said.

Hillel admits police can’t 


cope with protection rackets

POLICE MINISTER Shlomo Hillel 
admitted yesterday that protection 
rackets exist in the major citles and 
conceded that police are “powerless, 
under present circumstances,” to

Replying in the Knesset to two 
motions for the agenda on the sub- 
ject, Hillel said: “I regretfully com 
cede that extortion through offers 
of protection does indeed exist in 
this country, and that it is increas- 


B ing along with other forms of crime. 


Those “circumstances,” he ex- 
plained, were the judicial

because they are afraid that a com- 
Pplaint will result in a closer examin- 
ation of their business volume by 
the tax authorities. 

Olmert therefore demanded that 
the police —- on theix own initiative 
and even without receiving com- 
plaints — should crackdown on the 
extortionists —- “something it has 
not been doing up te now.” 

The young MK also said that Is- 
rael Police are currently investigat- 
ing a senior police officer who al- 
legedily has maintained close ties 
with some of the persons reportedly 
involved in the shakedown racket, 

Further, Olmert claims thet the 
underworld has already established 
its own “police and court system” 
to enforce the criminals’ own rules 
and regulations, and to settle’ ac- 
counts between them. Olmert be- 
Heves the recent Antebi murder in 
Jerusalem and some murder at- 
tempts reported in past months are 
the result of factional di 
among the extortionists over their 
respective “territories.” 

Moshe Shahal, Alignment, tabling 
the second motion, charged that out 


of 88 eases of arson, grenade at- 
tacks, firings from passing cara and 
planting of explosive devices un- 
covered in the past 10 months, only 
five bave been solved by the police.

Jeruzalem Post Knesset Reporter 


THE KNESSET’s State Control 
Committee has decided to devote 
the year 1976 to studying the mu- 
tual relations behween the citizen 
and the civil servant. 

Announcing this yesterday, the 
new chairman of the committee, 
Yosef Tamir, said It was important 
for the public to know that the 
Knesset body was making ἃ special 
drive to improve civil service cf. 
ficiency, and enhance mutual trust 
between the citizen and his admi- 
nistration. 

Far too often, he said, the public 
found that civil servants were in- 
flexible and unresponsive in situa- 
tions where the public was in fact 
excessively dependent on the bu- 
reaucracy anyway. He noted that 
State contro] covered the functions 
of some 150,000 civil servants in 
the national and local administra. 
tions as well as in state corpora- 
tions and various inspected bodies. 

Last year, Tamir noted, 273 cl. 
vil servants were sentenced in Court 
for criminal offenses and 103 more 
were sentenced in disciplinary tri. 
bunals of the Civil Service Com- 
mission. 

Over the last three years, the 
number of complaints submitted to 
the Ombudsman which had been 
Proven justified, had risen steadily. 
In 1972 this was true of 43.5 per 
cent; in 1973 of 45.8 per cent; and 
in 1974 —.51 per cent were proven 
justified. This ratio was umnprece- 
dented in any country where an 
Ombudsman operated, Tamir said.

Yamani says terrorists planned 


to kill him and Iran Minister 


AMMAN. — Saudi Arabian Oil 
Minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani 
said here yesterday that the pro- 
Palestinian terrorists who held 
the world’s top oil ministers at 
gunpoint fer 0 dave, had decided 

assassinate him and Iranian In- 
terior Minister Jamshid Amou- 


heikh Yamani, who arrived here 
yesterday to.report to Saudi King 
Khaled on the incident, told news- 
men that the terrorists had set 
Tuesday morning for his and Amou- 
zegar's execution. 
They spared their lives “thanks 
the intervention and wisdom of our 
Algerian brethren" Sheikh Yamani 


The gunmen, ho attacked OPEC 
headquarters in Vienna on Sunday, 


were believed still in the Algerian 
capital yesterday where they sur- 
rendered to Algerian authorities. 
They were apparently in no danger 
of being extradited back to Vienna, 
although Austria’s Justice Ministry 
formally asked Algerin to extradite 
the five men and a girl to face 
charges of murder and kidnapping. 
Three people were killed in the at- 
tack. 

Austria’s extradition request was 
made in the hope of preventing the 
six from being granted political 
asylum in Algeria. 

After reporting to King Khalld, 
who is on an official visit to Jor- 
don, Sheikh Yamani returned to 
Saudi Arabia. 

Asked by newsmen why the ter- 
rorists singled out him and Amou- 


zegar, Sheikh Yamani replied “I 
don't know why they chose 
us. But their decision to assassi- 
nate us was final. Without the in- 
tervention of our Algerian brethren, 
their firmness and wisdom, we 
would not have escaped death.” 

Shelkh Yamani said the Vienna 
attackers had no relation with the 
Palestinian resistance movement or 
the Arab cause. 

Amouzegar, meanwhile, arrived 
In Teheran and drove to the Roval 
Palace to brief the Shah on his 
abduction at the OPEC conference. 
A crowd of several hundred people 
Including Prime Minister Amir Ab- 
bas Hoeyda and Cabinet Ministers 
clapped and cheered as he stepped 
from an Iran plane after the flight

‘UNITED NATIONS. — An agree- 
ment signed here on Tuesday will 
allow observers from the Palestine 
Liberation Organization to particl- 
pate in the UN Habitat conference 
on human settlements in Vamcou- 
ver next May 31-June 11 as “ex- 
perts on Mission for the UN." 

Under the 1946 convention on

The agreement on the UN con- 
ference was signed by Canadian 
Ambassador Saul F. Rae and UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 


in the latter’s office. 

It requires that Canada provide 
conference rooms, offices, in-city 
transportation and other facilities 
for-an eypected 2,000 participants 
and that the UN provide documen- 
tation, translation and similar ser- 
vices in return for $240,000 from 
Canada to cover extra pay for the 
staff.

Ex-President 
of Chile 
attacks 
Junta 


SANTIAGO, Chile. — Former Pre- 
sident Eduardo Frei is calling for 
a “great national project” to bring 
democracy back to Chile. 

Frel says in a 65-page treatise 
circulating among his fellow Chris- 
tian Democrats that extreme right- 
wing groups have gained power 
under the two-year-old Junta gov- 
ernment and that the national eco- 
nomy ts losing ground. 

“Democratic recuperation ia not 
only 8 requirement that ts within 
the roots of this country, but also 
constitutes Its most immediate in- 
terest,” the Christian Democrat 
leader said. 

“To attam this new democracy, 
renewed and alive, a great national 
Project is required in which all 
Chileans who sincerely love freedom 
and want progress for their father- 
land feel themselves represented,” 
he satd. 

Frei called for a national debate 
on the political framework to be 
adopted and a plebiscite on a new 
constitution. 

Frei was President of Chile from 
1964 to 1970, the Marxist 
Salvador Allende was elected to 
succeed him. The armed forces 
overthrew Allende in a bloody coup 
on September 11, 1973, when he 
was Officially reported to have com- 
mitted suicide. 

The Junta dissolved the Congress, 
outlawed Marxist parties, declared 
others in recess and banned parti- 
san politics from the news media. 
President Augusto Pinochet, an 
army general, has sald military 
rule will last for at least a gener- 
ation In this South American coun- 
try of 10 million people. 

Frei‘s mimeographed treatise, 
entitled “The Mandate of History 
and the Requirements of the Fu- 
ture,” began circulating privately 
last weekend. The document has 
not been mentioned in the Chilean 
press. 

Frei says that under the Chilean 
Junta, “political preeminence,” is 
held by “the most extreme groups, 
whose Fascist character... is 
openly displayed before the coun- 
try.” 

Without referring directly to 
Chile, Frei says “right-wing totali- 
tarianism” is characterized by “the 
existence of enormous and costly 
repressive organizations, the deli- 
very of the economy to small 
groups and big monopolies, the do- 
mination of minds through the 
manipulation of propaganda.”

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WORRIES about impending un- 
employment are brushed aside by 
ρει εάν: despite official warnings. 
uch people point to the persis: 
labour shortage, and to ΣῊ 
economy's substantial employment 
capacity, which, they say, is far 
trom fully exploited. Then, of course, 
one must consider the strong Jobby 
of trade unions, which would fight 
tooth and nail any policy jeopar- 
dizing thelr members' jobs. Though 
the labour market has been weaken- 
ing, a person willing to work can still 
find a job fairly easily, and in most 
cases he is offered several. 

One convenient Index of the 
employment situation is the ratlo of 
persons registering with the labour 
exchanges as compared to job 
vacancies, In 1974 only 40 per cent of 
the vacancies could be filled by the 
labour exchange. In recent montha 
this figure rose to some 55 per cent. 
But that spells that almost half the 
vacancies could not be filled. 


About 40 per cent of the available 
Positions are in factories, including 
several abroad. Shortage of skilled 
labour persists in all branches of 
meta} industry, and in the produc- 
tion of electrical and electronic 
equipment, There are also vacancies 
in chemical and even food plants, 
while clothing factories as well com- 
plain about sh of seamstresses 
— which serves to delay completion 
of export orders. 

Contrary to rumours which cir- 
culated a few weeks ago, no substan- 
tial cuts have taken place in defence 
orders, and Israel Aircraft — which 
was said to be laying off thousands of 
workers — is actually taking on ad- 
ditional ones, though on a more 
selective basis. Israel Shipyards 
were given work permits for some 
150 skilled personnel from abroad 
after attempts to find local people 
for the required jobs proved to be of 
no avail. A number of similar per- 
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mits for vital jobs were given to 
Other plants, not to mention the 
several hundred skilled foreign 
workers who have been brought here 
for various periods without the ap- 
propriate legalities. 


With the huge stock of houses 
currently under construction, the 
bulk of building workers could be 
assured of employment for a long 
time yet, even though some may 
have to move to different jobs. 
Moreover, the decline in bullding 
starts ls mainly affecting unskilled 
workers commuting from the ed- 
ministered areas, who stfll account 
for over a third of the building labour 
force of close to 90,000. As 8 matter 
of fact, many of these workers have 
already left — some estimates put 
the figure at about 8,000 — but have 
found alternative employment in the 
administered territories — where a 
building boom {s under way (pertly 
in the form of Government housing 
projects but mainly financed by 
private savings), In Jordan (where 

jouses are mushrooming in order to 
provide accommodation for refugees 
and business moving out of Leba- 
non), and in the Gulf states (also 
engaged in a huge amount of con- 
struction activity). Building wages 
in Amman, and even more in 
Kuwait, are considerably higher 
than in this country, and the trend to 
work there is gaining ground. 

Also, the effects of a drop in 
building on Jocal industrial employ- 
ment may turn out to be less than 
presumed. First, widespread expec- 
tancy of price rises — and possible 
shortages — Is causing a buyers’ 
spree, in particular for consumer 
durables, Retaflera must therefore 
increase their orders with the local 


producerz, to replenish depleted 
stocks. 

Second, in many cases the filling of 
present vacancies may lead to in- 
creased demand for labour, which 
riay have been complicated due toa 


lack of key personnel, such δαὶ 


foremeén or workers of special skill. 
Thus. the Albar metal plant in Kfar 
Saba, the Lautman textile factory in 
Carmiel, and the brake bands plant 
mow under construction in Dimona 
are expected to hire between them 
some 600 additional workers once 
they secure the necessary skilled 
personnel. Many other plants are in 
a similar position. 

Third, some observers doubt 
whether dismiasals are likely to 
assume major proportions, par- 
ticularly in view of the strong reluc- 
tarice of most employers to part with 
their workers — even when tem- 
porarily redundant — in view of the 
difficulty of eventually replacing 
them. Moreover, even in cases of 
outright bankruptcy, dismissals have 
been by and large avoided due to the 
Sinanctal aid readily offered by the 
authorities. 

At present, the number of people 
receiving unemployment benefits ia 
about 570, most of these in the 
academic professions. Several hun- 
dred academic and clerical workers 
are also mee! difficulties in fin- 
ding suitable jobs close to their 
residence. However, the general 
employment situation is considered 
very good, and is unlikely to worsen 
much in the next year or so. Official 
statements to the contrary are seen 
to a large extent as a paper dragon, 
intended to weaken the trade unions‘ 
stance during the forthcoming re- 
negotiation of the wage tariff 
agreements. However, though most 
union leaders are keeping a low 
profile, they are well aware of the 
actual employment prospects, and 
will hardly desist from pressing for 
substantial wage hikes. 


Western innocents in Egypt 


CAIRO, — 
THERE IS MUCH wailing and 
ashing of teeth here from foreign 
s8men, investors and newly- 
arrived residents. The lamentations 
are prompted by the fact that Cairo 
is not an identical twin of New York, 
Paris or London, : 

The foreign businessman's idea of 
ἘΠ is a strangely ambivalent one. 
On the one hand he visualises it as a 
country with few industries or 
banks, little know-how and a surplus 
of labour to be exploited at basement 
prices — an “umder-developed” or 
“developing” country. At the same 
time, he expects to fly in to Cairo and 
find all the comforts, facilities, 
amenities and services he is ac- 
cCustomed to in his own country. 

Problems start at Cairo airport. 
Be does not collect his luggage and 
visa seconds after landing, as he 
feels he is entitled to do. He has to 
wait in a crowd of excited EF; jan

from ~destitution has‘ fled to those; 
petro-dollar-yielding Arab- countries 
that pay bandsomely. Many give up in 
despair and go away mumbling 
about Egyptian inefficiency, red 
tape, idleness, inability to get down 
to serious business, the terrible state 
of Cairo's streets, communications, 
and, of course, the plumbing.

A man with no standing 


THE HIGH COURT of Justice dis- 
missed a petition for an order nisi 
calling upon the Minister of Defence 
to show cause why he should not take 
all necessary steps within his com- 
petence to bring to trial persons call- 
ing themselves the Alon-Moreh 
Settlers who had occupied the old 
railway station at Sebastia. 

The petitioner. who described 
himself in his petition as a citizen 
and resident of Israel and the 
National Secretary of Young 
Mapam, claimed that the settlers’ 
conduct had affected him personally 
as it hampered his educational ac- 
tivities the younger genera- 
tion and prejudiced his social and 
political relations with the in- 
habitants of Judea and Samaria. 


DECISION 


Justice Shamgar, who handed 
down the decision of the High Court, 
-noted that the first question to be 
resolved by the High Court was 
whether the petitioner had . 
within the legal meaning of 
term. It has been held on several oc- 
castons in the past, he said, that a 
petitioner Is not vested with standing 
before the High Court only because 
he is interested in preventing 
something heing done which, in his 
opinion, is unlawful, For it is not just 
anyone who can move the High Court 
of Justice to exercise powers of 
review and intervention. On the con- 
trary, it is only a person who has a 
real, personal interest in a matter 
who is entitled to appear before the 
High Court. This persona) interest, 
he continued, can take the form of a 
violation of an express legal right, 
vdelonging to the petitioner, or to a 
section of the public to which he 
belongs, or it can take the form of a 
violation of a personal interest which 
is both concrete and direct (see H.C. 
40/70, 1 P.D. 24/247, and others). In 
other words, held Justice Shamgar, 


the system of law practised in Israel 
does not recognize the right of the in- 
dividual to bring an action on behalf 
of the general public. 

In the case under consideration, he 
continued, the petitioner's interest 
was too abstract and general to vest 
him with standing before the High 
Court, since his complaints were 
aimed, for the most part, the 
choice of action adopted by the 
Security authorities, while hia own 
personal interests had not been 
directly affected. Furthermore, he 
added, anyone who seeks to com- 
plain to the High Court on grounds 
that the civil, or military, authorities 
in charge of enforcing the law are 
not carrying out their duties proper- 
ly. must first show that he had ap- 
proached the authorities concerned, 
had asked them to enforce the ap- 
propriate law, and they had unlaw- 
fully refused to comply with his re- 
quest. 

In other words, concluded Justice 
Shamgar. even if a petitioner does 
have formal standing, the portals of 
the High Court would not be open to 
him unless he has first approached 
the authorities against whom he 
finds cause for complaint. For such 
preliminary action, am other 
things, enables the High Court, to 
gauge, at least prima facie, by what 
reasons and considerations the com- 
petent authority had been moved to 
act as it did and whether there be 
room for exercising their powers of 
intervention. 

As, therefore, the petitioner in the 
present case had no direct, personal 
interest in the matter and had, in ad- 
dition, failed to take up his com- 
Plaints with the respondents prior to 
petitioning the High Court, his peti- 
tion was doomed to failure from the 
start, without entering into its 
Merits.

THE GOLOMB committee's second report on the bus cooper- 
atives underlines a eardinal fault, which accounts for most 
of Egged’s still-mounting losses. The enterprise has been abus- 
ing its position as ἃ monopoly. It runs its affairs on a loose 
rein, in the hope that, as a concern with 6,300 members, it 
will always be fished out of trouble by the Government. 

Its deficits are admittedly not due to increased salaries or 
other emoluments. The have been frozen (in real terms) for 
some years — the committee admits that. But Hgged did 
little or nothing to reduce the members’ benefits. They conduct 
themselves like a trade union, not a business company, and 
turn for aid to the authorities, as a works committee turns 
to its employer. ; 

The palate] loss this year is IL75m., which will raise 
Egged’s accumulated deficit to IL350m. It owes HA7m. to 
its own pension fund, plus TL58m. in interest and linkage. It 
expects to be succonred. Yet the latest balance-sheet available 
on October 31 was the one for 1972/73, supplying what the 
committee calls sarcastically “archaeological information.” 

Egged suffers from a crippling shortage of liquidity. How 
to overcome it? The bus-men preferred to let a public com- 
mittee, appointed by the Transport Minister, think up ἃ solution. 

The committee discovered that in 1967 the cooperative had 
handed over considerable assets to its members free of charge, 
including its own bus stations and other premises. It then 
proceeded to pay them a rental for the use of these faci- 
ities. Their value is now estimated at TLi50m. They include 
also part-ownership of hotels, plots of land, a car-hire service, 
securities. 

Recommended is that the members give it all back to the 
cooperative, in exchange for what amounts to bonus shares; 
that the cooperative sell these amenities for cold cash; and 
that the cash be used to pay off its most pressing debts. 

Egged is now discussing with its members whether they 
will consent to make the sacrifice. More relevant is the 
question whether a buyer can be found for the assets, even 
if they are sacrificed. The committee proposes the Government 
as a buyer of the last resort. But the Government faces at 
this moment a situation of unprecedented financial stringency. 
Seeing that it cannot afford to build hospitals, there is con- 
siderable doubt whether it can afford to rescue high-salaried 
bus drivers from a dilemma created by their own improvidence. 

With all that, it should be recognised that Egged’s fares 
are cheap, and that its costs have soared for reasons not 
altogether under its control. A solution must be found, to 
prevent Israel's intra-urban bus service from seizing up. 

But the first contribution to such a solution must come from 
the cooperative itself. The happy days when “Sapir will pay” 
are over. If there is any belt-tightening to be done, the mem- 
bers must give the example by doing it first. They cannot 
expected to pass on the entirety of their debts to the taxpayer.

THE SITUATION in Yugoslavia 
today is like that in Spain on the 
eve of Franco's death. President 
Tito's possible departure from 
the earthly scene is no longer 
taboo as a subject of conversa- 
tion and nearly every Yugoslav 
citizen talks about it. The Presi- 
dent is 83, and since there are {, 
few centenarians nowadays, it is 
obvious that Tito’s days are 
practically numbered. Like any 
other elderly head of state, Tito 
does not like to talk about death, 
retirement or transfer of power, 
but as in all similar positions, 
the problem casts a heavy 
shadow of uncertainty over the 
country. 

Nevertheless, a national coun- 
cil to ensure continuity of rule. 
was established as long ago as 
1971. But since then many things 
have occurred to change its 1] 
complexion. Some of its members 
were ousted for one kind of 
deviation or another (generally 
“bourgeois'’ or nationalistic); 
others quit of their own free will 
because of differences of opinion 
with the President. This created 
an atmosphere of uncertainty. In 
addition, the personalities who 
had been designated to fil! the 
vacuum of power that would 
follow Tito's death have left or 
been removed, so that the ques- 
tion of succession 15 still far from 
clear... if this kind of question 
can at all be clear. It is in the 
nature of things that the vacuum 
left by powerful people is 
Telative in size to the strength of 
their personalities, and this is 
also true for Yugoslavia. But 
there may be additional com- 
plications in this problematical 
country. 


TITO'S GREATEST ac- 
complishment has been the 
relative domestic peace that he 
achieved between the various 
national groups that make up 
Yugoslavia. The second most 
important feat has been the way 
he has stood up to external 
pressures’ and thus guaranteed 
independence for Yugoslavia. 
By skilfully walking a tightrope 
between East and West Tito 
managed to obtain political and 
economic advantages for his 
country at considerable risk to 
himself. A third achievement 
has been the relative freedom 
prevailing in Yugoslavia, which 
is incomparably greater than in 
any other Communist country. 

These three accomplishments 
were due to a great extent to 
Tito's character and abilities, 
and it is not at all certain that his 
successors — whoever they may 
be — will be able to preserve 
them. 

Indeed, today, in the twilight 
of Tito'’s life, there are already 
some signs of regression in most 
of these fields, of a retreat the 
end of which is not visible. Three 
years ago, there were riots of a 
nationalistic character in 
Croatia, the second most immpor- 
tant republic in Yugosijavia, 
which led to the ouster of a large 
part of the party leadership in 
Zagreb. 

This suggests that ethnic 
nationalism has still not sub- 
sided, that its flame stil) 
smouilders beneath the political 
embers. The purge diminished 
to a considerable extent the 
relative freedom in Yugoslavia, 
thus damaging one of Tito’s ma- 
jor accomplishments. 

The situation took a turn for 
the worse when outside elements 
increased activities aimed at un- 
dermining the regime. The 
Yugoslavs, indeed, while 
emphasizing that such activities 
are not the monopoly of any one 
power stil] often mention the

_ The purposes of the Bankrupt- 
cy Law are to put a stop to com- 
Mercial fraud while freeing 
ss initiative in general, 
from threat of criminal 
penalties, in the event of un- 
intentional failure. The law 
attempts to distribute the 
bankrupt’s assets equitably 
among his creditors, and, in 
most cases, discharge him from 
further liability. Yet, less than 10 
per cent of all bankruptcy 
proceedings in Israel are in- 
stituted by creditors. More than 
90 per cent of the listed 
bankrupts have voluntarily in- 
stituted their own bakruptey 
proceedings. Only a few thou- 
sand of them are businessmen 
whom the Bankruptey Law was
